Two three-alarm fires, both of 
undetermined origin, broke out in 
the north central part of the city 
shortly after 8 o'clock last night. 
Both fires were brought under con- 
trol within 45 minutes, but addi- 
tional equipment from other parts 
of the city had to be called and 


fire apparatus at the first fire was 
shifted to the second when the first 
was under control. ‘ 

The first fire, at the grain.and 
feed store of I. Mariam & Sons, 
2304 Biddle street, routed eight Ne- 
gro families from their quarters, 
burned three horses to death, and 
caused $5000 damage to the build- 
ing and $2500 to its contents, ac- 
cording to an estimate of District 
Fire Chief John P. Durkin. 
Nineteen pieces of apparatus re- 
sponded to the alarm. The fire, 
which started in the rear of the 
long building, consumed the rear 
part of the building, with five wag- 
ons, and the roof of the rear por- 
tion collapsed. A crowd of several 
hundred was at the scene, 

Five of the Negro families oc- 
cupied quarters above the feed 
company store. They were routed 
by smoke and flames. Three other 
families, residing in a frame house 
at 1117 North Twenty-third street, 
adjoining the feed company build- 
ing were also forced to leave their 
homes but the building was saved. 
Three wooden storage buildings 
of the North St. Louis Lumber & 
Plywood Co, North Market and 
First streets, were destroyed in a 
blaze fanned by a brisk west wind. 
Flames rose nearly 100 feet in the 
air and sparks drifted for several 
blocks. 

The fire also destroyed a nearby 
Terminal Railroad switch tower, 
routing two operators. Three Bur- 
lington Railroad passenger trains 
were delayed more than an hour by 
the fire. Nineteen engine com- 
panies were summoned. Lieut. Al- 
fred Meier of Engine Company 39 
suffered a lacerated left wrist, and 
a watchman employed by the com- 
pany was burned on the hands and 
face. Both were treated at City 
Hospital. 

Fire Chief Lawrence Cornoyer 
estimated the damage at $20,000 
to the company buildings and $1000 
to the switch tower. William Do- 
mermuth, president of the firm,

Reporter Tells of Bomb-Shattered 
Helsinki Area After Reds’ Attacks 


Inspects Fire-Blackened Ruins in Once-Flour- 
ishing Business Sector — Apartments 
Ripped Open Like Doll Houses. 


By LYNN HEINZERLING 
HELSINKI, Dec. 2 (AP)-—Only 
the clatter of workmen’s shovels, 
the hiss of water frum firemén’s 
hoses and the commands of soldiers 
were heard today as debris-cleaning 
squads took charge of a bomb- 
wrecked section of Helsinki that 
two days ago was a flourishing 


business center teeming with life. 
Two days of attacks by Soviet 
Russians had left Helsinki badly 
scarred by air attack. 

I walked through e blackened, 
war-marked section where two days 
ago bombs ripped apartment build- 
ings like doll houses and knocked 
out windows half a mile away. 

At Hietalhti Square, the shattered 
walls of the Institute of Technology 
stood out sharply. The interior 
of the building had been wrecked. 
Two professors were killed and it 
was feared many students as well. 
School officials told today how 
five engineers were working in a 
laboratory on the top floor when 
the Russian bombers came. A 
bomb knocked out the floor be- 
neath them and left them standing 
high on a shelf formed by the 
top floor. 

Wreckage 
street. 

Singed Curtains in Windows. 

A sad-faced porter silently took 
me into the court of his apartment 
building and pointed to the walls 
about us, cracked and bulging; 
singed curtains fluttered from the 
windows. Where a wall had been 
knocked out the living room and 
bedroom furniture could be seen 
in a heap in the open air. 

A bomb had torn through the 
building, blasting a huge crater in 
the basement floor. 

From the doorways of some of 
the wrecked buildings women with 
tear-stained faces could be seen oc- 
casionally. They carried suitcases 
crammed with belongings. 

Steel beams .in the Institute 
Building had been twisted by the 
bombs. 

The Russian legation near the 
square lost all its windows. A 
Lutheran church and a German 
school were destre ed. 

Huge chunks of solid granite 
were ripped out of the stony Fin- 
nish soil and thrown about like 
marbles. 

Bomb fragments tore out bricks 
and chipped granite foundations of

The force of one explos’ was 
so severe that, though it occurred 
several blocks away from the hotel 
where I am staying, part of the 
hotel’s skylight dropped into the 
lounge. No one was injured,

huge clouds of smoke soon dark- 
ened the capit:.L 

Sub-Lieutenant Winckelanan, a 
reserve officer, said he was lying 
down in his room when the first 
bomb fell. 

“I grabbed my saber, military 
pass and the law book I was study- 
ing and hurried to the street,” he 
said. 

“IT barely reached it when a bomb 
hit the Institute Building and 
about wrecked it.” 

Near the entrance to one of the 
underground shelters the Finns had 
placed about the city, I saw a 
huge crager dug out of stone by a 
bomb. 

About 4 a. m. of the second day 
of the warI. -naged to get a ride 
in an army car t. Grankulla where 
the United States legation set up 
temporary headquarters and many 
refugees were quartéred. 

Men and women, some with chil- 
dren, were sleeping on benches, 
chairs, the floor and the hard rub- 
bing tables in the !--ssage rooms 
of the place which ordinarily is a 
bathing establishment. 

I was able to sleep three hours 
in a chair before returning to 
Helsinki by train. Train service is 
irregular. 

Along the roads leading west out 
of Helsinki almost all kinds of con- 
veyances could be seen bearing 
refugees. Many of the older model 
cars had broken “?wn. 

An officer supervising the re- 
moval of refugees said six Finnish 
children rode to a safety zone in 
a hearse, 

Stoic Finns were trying to g0 
about their tasl-. in the capital as 
if nothing had happened but this 
obviously was difficult. 

Trim waitresses in the 
where I live -+ally wear high- 
heeled shoes; today they wore 
rough, heavy shoes and thick, wool- 
en socks to be ready for any emer- 
gency. 

The early darkness in Helsinki is 
particularly trying . when air 
alarms are sounded and pedestri- 
ans are forced to feel their way to 
shelters.

Molotov brushed aside as “point- 
less” an appeal by President Roose- 
velt that Finnish civilians not be 
bombarded from the air.

“In the Chicago milk case now 
pending in the Supreme Court,” the 
letter continued, “your general 
counsel, Mr. Joseph Padway, con- 
ceded this to be true and frankly 
asked the Supreme Court to over- 
rule its former holdings.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 2 (AP).

Teasdale said a subcommittee to 
determine the scope of the com- 
mittee’s study and to plan its work 
would be named later. The main 
group, composed of judges, lawyers 
and legislators, was authorized by 
the last Legislature to draw up 
suggestions for revision of the civil 
code.

Teasdale sponsored a civil code 
bill which was rejected in favor of 
the committee study at the last 
legislative session.

Dr. H. V. Goldwasser As- 
serts Palls Pull Down 
Morale and Reduce Re- 


sistance to Disease. 


St. Louis’ smoke palls reduce re- 
sistance to disease and are particu- 
larly hard on convalescents, Dr. 
Herbert V. Goldwasser, medical di- 
rector of Miriam Convalescent 
Home, asserted last night in the 
Community Forum radio period. 

The program, one in a_ series 
mown as the John Q. Public 
Quizzes, was introduced by a 
spokesman who recalled how St. 
Louisans had coughed and choked 
in smoke blackouts earlier in the 
week. He remarked that the av- 
erage men, represente*” by “Mr. 
John @. Public,” was curious to 
know -how~smoke affected recov- 
ery of sick persons. 

So he called on Mr. Public (Bruce 
MacFarland), who questioned Dr. 
Goldwasser and Mrs. Alice P. 
Gresham, superintendent of the 
Miriam home, a United Charities 
agency in Webster Groves. 

“Smoke is especially bad for con- 
valescents,” said Dr. Goldwasser in 
nswer to a question. “Asthmastics 
‘and people in that group are hit 
particularly hard; but from a med- 
ical point of view smoke is just as 
bad for the rest of us. It pulls 
down our morale and our feeling of 
well-being. It cuts down bur gen- 
eral resistance to disease.”

Housing Loan Approved; Ruling 
On Tax Exemption Awaited 


Building of Two Projects Costing $7,760,000 


To Start Within Six Months of State 


Construction of two large, low- 
rent apartment projects, replacing 
slum districts here, for which Pres- 
ident Roosevelt approved a $6,984,- 


000 United States Housing Author- 
ity loan yesterday, is not likely to 
be ordered before the Supreme 
Court of Missouri decides a test 
case to determine whether the St. 
Louis Housing Authority is entitled 
to tax’ exemption on the property. 

Officials of the St. Louis author- 
ity were of the opinion the Fed- 
eral money would not be made 
available until the test case was 
disposed of satisfactorily. The case 
was submitted on briefs, without 
oral arguments, four weeks ago, 
and the court was asked to make 
an early decision. The tax exemp- 
tion was upheld in Circuit Court. 

The loan represents 90 per cent 
of the prospective capital of the St. 
Louis authority, the total®f which 
thus will be $7,760,000. Chairman 
William C, Connett said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that the other 10 per cent, $776,000, 
doubtless would be borrowed from 
the USHA also, rather than locally. 

Could Start in Six Months. 

Berry B. Craven, executive 
secretary of the Authority, declared 
that construction of the buildings 
could be started about six months 
after the Supreme Court acts, if the 
decision is favorable. Connett 
pointed out that the agency was 
ready to proceed at once with pre- 
liminaries upon getting such a rul- 
ing. 

It is planned to erect groups of 
brick structures, in two large units 
—one for white persons and one for 
Negroes. Options have not yet 
been taken for acquisition of the 
sites, whose localtion has not been 
disclosed, but it has been generally 
understood that they would be 
close to the downtown business dis- 
trict, one to the north and one to 
the south, Each may cover about 
eight city blocks and cost of each 
has been estimated at $600,000. 

The USHA announced at Wash- 
ington yesterday that there was 
provision for 700 Negro families 
and 680 white families, but Craven 
placed the number at 600 and 580, 
respectively. Comprising the proj- 
ect for whites will be three-story 
apartment houses, one-story and 
two-story row houses and three- 
story combination row houses and 
flats, while the Negro project will 
have three-story apartments and 
two-story row houses. 

Play Areas, Social Centers. 

Six to eight apartments will be 
placed under a single roof in the 
larger sections. Each dwelling will 
have three to six and a half rooms, 

a “half-room” being a “dinette” in- 
corporated in the kitchen. A com- 
pletely equipped bathroom and 
kitchen will be provided for each 
dwelling. 

Each of the two projects will 
have play areas for children, a 
central steam-heating plant and a

plans. A detailed contract form 
is expected to be received here 
shortly. 

Bonds to Be Issued. 

Revenue bonds, backed solely by 
the authority’s revenue and not re- 
quiring popular vote, will be issued 
by the authority for a 60-year peri- 
od, Connett announced. He said 
the equivalent of a first mortgage, 
secured by the bonds, would be is- 
sued for the 90 per cent loan, and 
of a second mortgage for the 10 per 
cent loan, with the latter paid back 
first, in the first 15 years. It iis 
possible for the USHA to pass on 
loans in the 10 per cent Category, 
said Connett, pointing out that the 
Chase National Bank, New York, 
recently had served as distribut- 
ing agent for $50,000,000 of such 
obligations of various local housing 
authorities. 

The USHA announcement at 
Washington yesterday said that the 
interest rate on the 90 per cent 
portion would be 3% per cent. It 
has been Connett’s understanding 
that the rate would be % of 1 per 
cent higher thag the prevailing 
Treasury rate. . 

About 130 WPA workers’ will 
start this week making a house- 
to-housée canvass of every dwelling 
in.

Granite City Loan Approved. 

Another USHA loan approved by 
the President yesterday was $687,- 
000 for a $764,000 slum replacement 
at Granite City. Mayor M. E. Kirk- 
patrick said to a reporter that three 
sites had been considered for the 
single unit, which will have 151 
dwellings in 28 one-story and two- 
story structures. Plans have not 
been completed. An auditorium and 
playgrounds will be included. Rents 
would range from $8 to $17, includ- 
ing water, gas and electricity. 

Mayor Kirkpatrick said it was 

expected to sell bonds locally for 
the remaining 10 per cent of capital 
needed. Charles Habekost is chair- 
man of the Granite City Housing 
Authority. 

The St. Louis and Granite City 
loans were among 11, for a total of 
$15,480,000, approved by the Presi- 
dent yesterday, bringing the aggre- 
gate of USHA loans to $536,797,000. 
The 11 projects will provide for 3604 
families. Among the loans were: 
Seattle, Wash., $2,700,000; Bethle- 
hem, Pa., $1,071,000; New Albany, 
Ind., $461,000, and Beverley, ‘N. J., 
$315,000. The St. Louis and Seattle 
loans were, respectively, the first 
in the states of Missouri and Wash- 
ington.

He deprecated the policy of using 
force for spreading the doctrines 
and dominion of Communism. He 
shot advocates of that policy with- 
out remorse. Von Ribbentrop (Ger- 
man Foreign Minister) tempted 
him with the annexation of a fat 
slice of Poland and by giving him 
virtual control of the Baltic states. 
The airplanes that bombed Kalo- 
miki started from the new Russian 
station in Estonia. Now Stalin is 
well away on the road traveled by 
his predecessors in the Kremlin, 
who by violence extended the Mus- 
covite empire from the Vistula to 
the Pacific shores. 


There already is a Communist 
revolt in Finland. A Communist 
government has been set up by the 
rebels and a Communist state has 
been proclaimed. All properties 
are to be confiscated. The rebel 
government appeals for support to 
Moscow, and will no doubt get it. 
The rich Germans have already 
fled from the other Baltic lands. 
That is the real and ominous sig- 
nificance of this attack on Finland. 

Communism is on the march, 
with the terrifying equipment of 
tanks and bombing planes, to sub- 
jugate all countries and peoples 
within its reach. How far will its 
reach extend “fore its clutch is 
arrested? Mere expressions of re- 
gret and protest from shocked neu- 
trails will avail  -'*ing. 

It will be as much as the com- 
bined strength of Britain and 
France can do to cope with the 
German m ~-ce without diverting 
their forces to this new ‘hreat. It 
will be a poor consolation for any 
of the demiocracies t> know that 
Germany is destined to be one of 
the inevitable victims of the ter- 
ror they are entirely responsible 
for ting upon the world, 

Those who have followed closely 
the development of the last four 
years ir industr‘al Germany will 
ecognize it the process of con- 
fiscation of capital s already be- 
gun in that country. The control 
of the state ovér German indus- 
tries is already, in essence, as com- 
plete as it is in Soviet Russia. 


Wiping Out Profits. 


In the direct*-n of those indus- 
tries the decrees of the Fuehrer 
and the supervision of his Nazi of- 
ficials and com. ittees are more im- 
portant than the orders of the 
Proprietor or the managing direc- 
tor of the concern. One of the lat- 
ter said to me, “I am only the 
leader in these works under the su- 
preme direction of the Fuehrer.”

It would have 
been an act of criminal folly to run 
futile and pointless risks in seas 
swarming with enemy mines and 
submarines, Nevertheless, our 
lighter and nimbler craft discharged 
their duty effectively in all seas 
where British commerce had to be 
protected. 


Last War’s Heavy Losses. 


It is well to remember that at 

one period of that war there were 
heavy shipping losses — much 
heavier than those now being sus 
tained in this war—but in_the end 
we pulled through triumphantly 
without suffering any privations 
through lack of food, or weakening 
our equipment through lack of 
essential material for its manufac- 
ture. 
Incidentally, I must challenge a 
statement made by the German En- 
glish-language broadcasting station, 
that “Mr. Lloyd George recently 
drew attention to the fact that the 
British naval forces had withdrawn 
from the North Sea. He also stated 
that the North Atlantic is in the 
same position.” I emphatically deny 
that I ever said anything which 
remotely approximates this mis- 
statement of the true facts. 

There will be many ups and 
downs, strokes and counterstrokes, 
devices and counterdevices, Pitted 
against one another are three re- 
sourceful, tenacious and highly or- 
ganized nations with a long tradi- 
tion of wars fought out to the point 
of exhaustion. It may, therefore, 
be a more protracted contest than 
most people anticipate. 

That is becoming more and more 
evident to all thinking men in our 
country, and I feek certain that it 
is equally true of France and Ger- 
many. I hope that when the reali- 
zation of this prospect becomes 
more prevalent and intense, it may 
lead to a general reconsideration 
of the fatuity of rejecting invita- 
tions from neutrals to inaugurate 
peace talks. 

Two Men’s Opinions. 

To show how men who apply 
experience and knowledge to cour- 
ageous reflection are beginning to 
regard the situation, I will quote 
two passages from speeches deliv- 
ered this week by men who gave 
wholehearted support to the war. 
One of these speeches was deliv- 
ered in the Lords and the other 
in the Commons. , 


Field Marshal Milne earned the 
reputation in the last war of being 
one of the most sensible and level- 
headed commanders in the Allied 
armies. Comparing this war with 
the last, he said that “the burden 
on the nation was going to be much 
heavier, and he could assure them 
that the dangers at the present 
moment were infinitely greater 
than in the last war. ... No eco- 
nomic pressure, however great, 
would make the Germans sue for 
peace. We would not bring them 
to their knees until they received 
blow after blow from land, sea and 
air.” 


A distinguished naval officer, 
who has always been a loyal sup- 
porter of the present Government, 
said in the Commons that “there 
was a growing feeling amongst the

11 Nations on Three 
Continents Vic- 
tims of Aggressors 
in Four Years.

EST we forget: In four short 
L years, 11 nations, on three conti- 
nents have suffered, through 
brutal action by aggressors, modi- 
fication of their status, occupation 
of their territory, transformation 
of their government, or oblitera- 
tion of their independent existence. 
Finland is the latest victim. Here 
is the catalog—lest we forget: 
Ethiopia. In 1935 it became ob- 
vious that Dictator Benito Musso- 
line of Fascist Italy was_deter- 
mined, unless thwarted by action 
on the part of the foes of dictator- 
ship, to drive Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie from the Ethiopian throne 
and annex his domain to the realm 
of Fascism. Italy’s troops poured 
into Ethiopia. The resistance of 
Ethiopian warriors, wretchedly 
equipped and hopelessly outgunned, 
was soon crushed. Ethiopia van- 
ished from the map. 


Four More Obliterated. 


The obliteration of four 
countries followed in rapid 
cession. 

Adolf Hitler, dictator of Ger- 
many, sent his army into helpless 
Austria. The Austrians knew that 
their case was hopeless. By re- 
fraining from  seless opposition, 
they saved their country from de- 
vastation. Austria’s name was 
stricken from the list of nations. 

Czecho-Slovakia, next. First Hitler 
dismembered that ‘:‘ndustrious and 
efficient republic. Then he ground 
it under the seel of Nazi-ism. Aft- 
er 20 years of existence, every one 
of which had been marked by prog- 
ress and illuminated by prouc hopes 
of a glorious destiny in coming 
years, Czecho-Slovakia relapsed into 
the darkness of slavery. 

Albania, Weak and poor. What 
could Albania do when Mussolini’s 
regiments invaded her soil? Yet 
her soldiers tried to throw the in- 
vaders back into the sea. Some of 
them died in. the attempt. But 
soon their King and Queen were 
exiles and their country no more. 
Enemies of totalitarianism looked 
on aghast—but again they did noth- 
ing. 
Poland. Three months ago the 
-rmies of Germany were loosed 
against the Republic of Poland. 
Unexpectedly, they found a con- 
scienceless ally in the Russia of 
Stalin. A few weeks after the ir- 
ruption of German and Russian 
soldiers on Polish soil Fuehrer Hit- 
ler announced that Poland no long- 
er existed. There, too, night had 
fallen. From all over the world, 
particularly from Britain and 
France—now embattled the 
Germans—tons vf wordy sympathy 
went out to Poland, but not an 
ounce of effective support.

joined the hunt. 

It was a thrilling spectacle and 
technically interesting for never 
since the last war had this observer 
been able to study airplane sniping 
at close range.

One forgot momentarily 
that it probably had been passing 
through others just like it all the 
way out of Germany. But planes 
apparently have improved as fast 
as the methods designed for their 
destruction. This one banked, 
dived and straightened out again, 
sped straight into a smoke curtain 
—harmiess now since the scrap 
iron had been shaken out of it. 
Eventually it got away, swung over 
“the corner” and disappeared in the 
mists to the west. The anti-air- 
craft batteries ceased firing as sud- 
denly as they had begun, leaving 
some 200 rags of black smoke 
aghinst the sky. 


Ex-Aviator’s Comment. 

A one-time aviator who had 
served with France stood gazing 
toward the west long after the 
plane had disappeared.

ing,”

“He's probably just a kid,” he 
said.

The fighting is done in formation 
with perhaps a dozen planes against 
another dozen planes. The new 
strategy is for a group of them to 
attack a single one of the enemy 
formation en masse.

out under the pressure of blockade nor be adequately supplemented 
from Russian sources, and that the morale of the German people will 
not long endure privation. There is ~erhaps a further thought that the 
very dynamics of the Nazi regime itself, or perhaps considerations of 
military necessity, will impel the Germans to waste their substance in 
great offensives of their own, which, being repulsed with severe losses, 
will lead the way to Allied counterattacks under favorable auspices, 


This belief in the essential value 
of the defensive strategy hag oc- 
cupied the foreground of British 
military thought for years, and 
been the subject of heated discus- 
sion, pro and con, in British serv- 
ice journals as well as in the secu- 
lar press. The high priest of the 
cult of the defensive is undoubtedly 
the distinguished British military 
writer, Capt. B. H. Liddell Hart, 
whose views are known to have 
great weight with the Secretary of 
War, Leslie Hore-Belisha. The pub- 
lication of Capt. Hart’s book, “The 
Defense of Britain” on the eve of 
the outbreak of the present war, is 
believed to have been followed by 
the submission of a memorandum 
by Capt. Hart containing a further 
exposition of his views which is re- 
ported to have influenced the pol- 
icy of the War Cabinet.

The military objectives sought by 
a government at war must, of 
course, be in consonance with the 
political objectives of the war it- 
self.

German World War Policy. 


In 1914, however, the German 
High Seas fleet was governed by 
a doctrine no less defensive than 
that of the British. As the British 
refused to risk their capital ships, 
so also did the Germans for the 
greater part of the course of the 
war. Neither side was willing to 
take chances. 

The effect of this doctrine on 
present British naval policy, and 
indeed on t™« whole defensive at- 
titude of the British War Cabinet, 
is perfectly clear. Prophetically, 
indeed, did Commander Frost of

2,000,000 JEWS 
FO EAST POLAND 


Heinrich Himmler Direct- 
ing Transfer to Reserva- 
Near Russian Border. 

By LOUIS LOCHNER 


BERLIN, Dec. 2 (AP).—Nearly 
2,000,000 Jews in greater Germany 


and Poland will be transferred to | 


the Jewish reservation in Eastern 
Poland set apart by Adolf Hitler, 
authoritative sources said today. 
The transfer of these people to 
@ segregated district around Nisko 
on the San River, a small Polish 
town on the new German-Soviet 


Russian demarcation line, is being |@ 


carried out under Heinrich Himm- 
ler, head of the SS (Blite Guard) 
and chief of all German »olice. 


The following groups of Jews BS 


are to be settled there just as rap- 
idly as conditions permit: 150,000 
frcm the protectorate of Bohemia- 
Moravia, 65,000 from Vienna, 30,000 
from Posen and West Prussia, re- 
cently annexed from Poland, and 
200,000 from the “Altreich”—the 
German realm as it was before ex- 
pansion began with the anschluss 
ef Austria. 

Besides, approximately 1,100,000 
Polish Jews are to be evicted 
forcibly from their homes in cities 
and villages which are to become 
parts of the new Polish state de 
vised by Hitler. 


Jews Must Finance Exodus. 
The Gestapo, or secret police, has 
laid upon the Jewish community 
fin each town or village the respon- 


sibility for organizing and financ- 
ing the exodus. 
Each deported Jew may take 


@long 300 marks ($120), only such 


personal belonging as will go into 


a large suitcase, and essential 
household goods, espécially bedding, 


cooking utensils and such tools iy 


that would be useful in building 
barracks and primitive homes. 
Towns and villages of the region 


‘around Nisko are being abandoned 


as quickly as poesible by Poles, 
Germans and Ukrainians, and the 
dwellings, many showing the ef- 
fects of the German-Polish War, 
turned over to the Jews. The Jews 
are to be strictly segregated from 
the rest of the people under Ger- 
gman jurisdiction. 


Regular Transports Started. 

Germany hopes to complete the 
resettlement movement by April 1, 
1940. Regular transports have 


started from Vienna and Bohemia- | 
Moravia but nothing apparently has | # 


been done yet to move Jews out 
of the Reich proper. 

Particularly vigorous has been 
the transfer of Jews from sections 
of former Poland which have been 
declared a part of the Reich, not- 
ably from Katowics, Gdynia (now 
Gothenhafen), Posen, Thorn and 
Graudenz. There are almost no 
Jews left in this territory. 

Just how the Jews in the pro- 
posed reservation are to find a 
means of subsistence appears not 


yet to have been determined. Most |B 


of those who receive notices to be 
ready for a transport are told they 
first will be taken to a camp and 
taught a trade or handicraft. They 
often find that their activity con- 
sists in building additional bar- 


racks to house the Jews that are os 


to come. 

Whatever speparte a Jew leaves 
behind, whether in real estate, 
business or house with its belong- 
ings, must be turned over to the 
Jewish community, which has 
charge of its liquidation.

Dec. 15 in line with’ the Allied 
strategy of fighting Germany with 
sea power and economic pressure 
instead of mass land offensives. 
Premier Daladier today. an- 
nounced a decree releasing all fa- 
thers of two or more children who 
have been mobilized. They will be 


returned gradually to civilian life, 
where they will aid the country’s 


‘economy by working in war indus-| ; 


tries and taking care of their fam- 
ilies. 


Officials pointed out that in the 
World War France admitted hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers from 
neutral countries but these coun- 
tries now have mobilization prob- 
lems of their own. 


The demobilization decree was the 

second of the war. On Oct. 28 the 
Government ordered the release of 
all men 49 years old, those over 43 
with ‘three children and 45 or over 
with two children. 


With development of fortress 
warfare and with most of the fight- 
ing being done at sea, the Govern- 
ment can afford to release older 
men from active service and still 
have an army of more than 4,000,- 
000 men on guard against a sur- 
prise German offensive. ' 


(Experts estimated—before~ the 
war-—that 1,500,000 men were need- 
ed to garrison the Maginot line.) - 
All released men are subject to 
immediate recall. 


Observers pointed out millions of 
reserves were needed during the 
World War because of the heavy 
casualty lists due to great battles 
of open or semi-open Warfare such 
as the Marne, the Somme or Ver- 
dun. 

The Premier also announced men 
40 years or older would be taken 
out of the front lines and replaced 
by younger men now in service in 
the rear. 

The demobilization order came 
just as the Western front showed 
new signs of life with increased 
patrol activity reported at several 
points. 

Military sources said both sides 
made raids and the French cap- 
tured several prisoners. 

Previously, a French communique 
merely said; 

“Nothing to report during the 
night.” 

The evening miliary communique 
said merely “a quiet day on the 
whole front.”

guilty of unfair labor practices by 
Samuel H. Jaffee, trial examiner 
for the National Labor Relations 
Board, in an intermediate report 
submitted yesterday to the offices 
of the board here, 

Jaffee recommended that Schie~ 
ber and the companies reinstate 50 
employes discharged in August, 
1937, when a plant in St. Louis was 
closed and a new one opened in 
De Soto, Mo. He also recommended 
that these employes be paid back 
wages for the two-year period and 
that the plant be moved back to 
St. Louis. 

Unless the company files within 
the next 20 days a notice: of inten- 


dations, Jaffee asked that the La. 
bor Board issue a formal order di- 
recting compliance. He suggested 
that 60 days be granted for moving 
the plant here. 

The trial examiner found that 
the companies had discouraged 
membership in the AFL United 
Hatters, Cap & Millinery Workers’ 
Union and that closing of the St. 
Louis plant was an act of discrim- 
ination against the union. He 
found also that formation of the 
new Allen concern was an attempt 
to evade application of the Wag- 
ner Act. 

No estimate of the amount of 
back wages which would be paid 
under the recommendations was 
available. Schieber declined to 
comment on the report. At a hear- 
ing before Jaffee last April, Schie- 
ber testified that employes of the 
plant here had been invited to 
move to De Soto but had declined.

Discussing his hurried departure 
from Russia ‘n 1929, after a contro- 
versy with party leaders, Lovestone 
said: “I left by airplane, and I had 
to do some good high flying.” 

He added that although he had 
“formal permission”. to leave, Stalin 
did not know of his departure until 
several days after he had left. A 
number of friends and comrades 
who assisted him in Moscow have 
been executed, he testified. 

The witness expressed the opinion 
that the Communists International 
today reflected “nothing but the 
‘foreign policies of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment.”

HELSINKI, Dec. 2 (Sunday) 
(AP via tadio)—Vaino Tanner, 
Finland’s new Foreign Minister, 
said today that the “independence 
and integrity” of the Finnish nation 
“cannot be gale by our East- 
ern neighbor.” he og by radio 
to the United Sta 

He spoke of the breakdown of 
negotiations between Finland and 
Russia, and declared the “news the 
Soviet Union had resorted to the 
use of force brought bitter disap- 


pointment shared by the entire 
nation. 

“We ask only that we are al- 
lowed to live our own life in peace. 
Finland wishes to carry out works 
of peace.” 

He expressed the hope that Fin- 

nd and Russia once more could 
carry on relations in peace. 

“Anyone who believes the Fin- 
nish can be brought by the threats 
of force to make concessions that 
would mean the loss of liberty is 
mistaken,” he said. 

Text of Tanner Broadcast. 
. The text of Tanner’s broadcast 
(as transcribed by the National 
Broadcasting Co.) follows: 

“Honored -American radio lis- 
teners: We Finns are a people who 
do not spring surprises on the 
world for we are a people who cling 
to realities, who do not let their 
emotions run away with them. I 
being a Finn, am no exception to 
this rule. 

“My life has been based on real- 
ity. To a person of my type, for- 
eign politics which tend to have 
vague outlines and in which one is 
dealing with imponderable forces 
and surprises of the recent crises, 
has been alien. During the two 
days that I have acted as my 
country’s Foreign Minister, I have 
found out that my views regard- 
ing, the import of the forces at 
work have been unjustified. At 
least in times like these we are 
now experiencing in Finland, for 
eign politics are concrete. 

“The forces at work are real. So 
that in taking up my duties, I find 
myself dealing with the solidest 
realities. I am referring to the 
realization of foreign policy, for 
when arms begin to speak, the For- 
eign Minister has less and less to 
say, and the Minister of Defense 
all the more. What I am referring 
to is another important factor of 
force in foreign politics, the influ- 
ence of wnich is felt even through 
the clash of arms. 

Struggle for Justice. 

“The sympathy shown for our 
country by many nations is, In my 
opinion, such a reality it is sur- 
passing foreign politics. 
well as confirming our confidence 
in the justice of our case, the 
struggle we are engaged in now, 
instead of being only the fight of 


Finland as an equal, the frontiers 


of an independent Finland and the pa 


relation of the two states tq each 
other were determined.

“This liberty is now threatened. 
Everything we cherished most, the 
liberty prized by every nation is 
gone from us. The sphere of lib- 
erty in the world shrinks. Let us 
show ourselves also in this case a 
people with a sense of reality, That 
sphere of liberty does not perhaps 
loom large when seen from afar. 
But for us it is everything, and, 
so much we are entitled to say, 
even from the viewpoint of history, 
without the rating of importance 
that in addition to the shrinkage 
in the amount of liberty in the 
world, the cultural development of 
the world would suffer if the Fin- 
nish people are deprived of their 
right to an independent existence.

TREASURY THREATENS 
TO NULLFY NAVIERTS 


— 


Old Law. Available to Bar 
Shippers From Requiring 
British Cargo Permits. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP). — 
The Treasury threatened today to 
invoke an old World War law to 
prevent certain American shipping 
concerns from requiring British 
navicerts on all cargoes. 

Such a rule on the part of the 
ship operators, a Treasury official 
said, would in effect permit. Great 
Britain to tell American shippers 
what they could or could not send 
abroad, 

Navicerts are certificates issued 
by British Consulates in this coun- 
try to shippers for cargoes con- 
signed to neutral countries near or 
bordering the European war zone. 
They amount to commercial pass- 
ports, showing that the cargo cov- 
ered is unobjectionable to the Brit- 
ish and may be passed quickly by 
its contraband patrol. 

At the time institution of the na- 
vicert system was announced. the 
State Department offered no speci- 
fic objection but did inform Great 
Britain that this country would en- 
dorse no principle curtailing any of 
its rights under international law. 

The Treasury said it had received 
reports that certain shipping con- 
cerns now were planning to require 
navicerts on all cargoes they ac- 
cept. 

The 1917 law authorized the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to refuse

tain grades. 

Ten thousand trucks and 2000 
trailers, motorcycles and automo- 
biles are being purchased at the 
Holabird Quartermaster Depot, cen- 
ter for the Army’s automotive en- 
gineering, research and procure- 
ment, in a $15,000,000 program 
which will double the motorized 
equipment for regular land forces. 

With a few minor exceptions, the 
new equipment to be delivered by 


next May, is destined for the five 
“triangular” or streamlined infan- 
try ‘divisions now forming in the 
South and Northwest for extensive 
maneuvers. 

Where the wartime division of 
27,000 soldiers ended a 15-mile all- 
day march near exhaustion, the 
trucks will enable the modern di- 
vision of 9000 to cover the same dis- 
tance in less than an hour and 
arrive fresh for combat. ra 

One Truck for 10 Men. 

Officers estimate there will be a 
truck for every 10 men. On a war 
footing, the divisions would be ex- 
panded to 12,000 soldiers with 1327 
trucks. Divisions twice as large 
had less than 500 trucks in 1918. 

All the trucks, trailers and guns 
will roll on oversize pneumatic tires

BAR ON FILLED MILK SALES 
INVALIDATED IN COURT RULING 


Second Decision in Two Days Cites 
Flaw in Statute; Appeal Indi- 
cated in Springfield Case.

There aren't: very many men ex- Washington 


cept gangstérs who walk around 
nowadays with pistols under their 


coats, but it wasn’t many genera- 
tions ago that a man’s weapon was 
his prize possession. 

In those days considerable art- 
istry went into the decoration as 
well as the mechanics of the weap- 
ons. And while an exhibit of cor- 
temporary revolvers and machine 
guns wouldn’t excite much interest 
except for their. precision and 
deadliness, a good deal: of wonder 
can be produced by. a display of 
the costlier rifles, shotguns, fowling 
pieces and pistols of an earlier day. 

Such an exhibit was placed on 
view yesterday at the City Art Mu- 
seum. It consists of about 85 
pieces from the collection of more 
than 3000 firearms gathered during 
the last 40 years by William G. 
Renwick, a retired lawyer of Wes- 
ton, Mass. His arsenal is reputed 
to be the’ finest and most exten- 
sive array of old firearms in the 
world. 

Mostly Sporting Pieces. 

The pieces shown here all be- 
longed at one time to some ruler, 
prince, royal house, or famous per- 
son. Most of them are sporting 
pieces, although there are several 
fine sets of dueling pistols which 
presumably were used for serious 
business at one. time.

Spreading Blight in City 

Booms Building in Suburbs 

This contrast, based on real instances, 
typifies the extensive development of the 
county in recent years and the spreading 
blight in the city. The county has something 
akin to a boom in residential construction, 
while an extremely large portion of the city 
falls into the classification of blighted dis- 
trict—region of property depreciation, mixed 
use, drabness and incipient decay.

The migration has been of all classes; from 
small wage earners up. New homes in the 
suburbs are occupied by bankers and bakers, 
merchants and mechanics, clerics and clerks. 
Let your intentions be known and you will 
be besieged, not only by salesmen and build- 
ers, but by men who want to lend you a 
large slice of the price at low interest. 

Often. when civic leaders have sought a 
St. Louisan for a particular task or politicians 
have looked for an outstanding man. or 
woman for city offige, the person on whom 
the choice fell turned out to be a resident of 
the county. Men have been seriously men- 
tioned as candidates for Mayor who lived and 
voted in the county. 

After the last general election, a dozen 
downtown business men complained to Ed- 
mond Koeln, a@ Republican leader, of the 
party’s poor showing here, compared with 
some other cities. Koeln inquired where they 
lived. Nine were from. the suburbs. “Well,” 
he asked, “the county went Republican, 
didn’t it?’’ Election returns from some of 
the old banner G. O. P. wards have been con- 
firming the shift of population. 

A check of the payroll of a typical large 
corporation in the city, with a comparatively 
large proportion of well-paid workers, showed 
that 66 per cent of the executives and 26 
per cent of the employes resided in St. Louis 
County and 2 per cent of the omplores on 
the East Side. 


St. Louis Tightly Incased 

By Divorce From County 

The community’s situation might be differ- 
ent if St. Louis were not incased in the iron- 
. clad boundary of 1876, set up in the political 
divorce from the county. To a considerable 
extent the transition in the metropolitan area 
is not unlike that of other large’centers, but 
elsewhere the central cities have grown by 
annexation and the blight in their-older sec- 
tions is offset by the development of their 
outlying districts. Here the outlying neigh- 
borhoods are in the county and the city must 
bear the economic and political brunt. 

Lewis Mumford, planner and author, in an 
article on “The Future of the American 
City’’ in the sixtieth anniversary issue of the 
Post-Dispatch a year ago, said: “Middle-class 
people who could afford it began, soon after 
the Civil War, to escape from these foul. 
quarters, these. smoky, unkempt cities, these 
insanitary neighborhoods. By railroad, : by 


car they sought to recover the amenities of 
urban living by building their houses in a 
suburb, Temporarily, they achieved trees, 
gardens, open spaces for little children to 
run about in, But they paid for their release 
in endiess futile hours of commutation and 
in the narrowed, insular life that was all the 
class-segregated suburb could offer.”

Qualifying Footnotes 


Many qualifying footnotes to this 
thesis of matural Russo-German 
economic affinity could be written; 
its economic determinism could be 
criticised; its disregard of the ob- 
stacles that protectionism in both 
countries had historically placed in 
the path of smooth commercial re- 
lations could be pointed out. The 
chief demerit of. the doctrine, how- 
ever, is that it entirely obscures the 
economic importance of countries 
other than Germany in Russian 
foreign commerce. Among such 
countries England occupies an out- 
standing pizee. 

To demonstrate this it is not nec- 
essary to delve too far into the 
past and dwell on the commercial

1922. It is only necessary to ex- 
amine Russian Sorelye trade statis- 
tics.

Imports 

As for imports, prior to the first 
World War as well as during the 
years of the first five-year plan 
(1929-1933), when foreign trade was 
larger than in subsequent years, 
imports into the U. S.-S. R. from 
Germany greatly exceeded those 
from England. Since 1934 England 
has not only caught up with Ger- 
many but in three out of the five

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MAGNA CARTA’S EXILE. 

The British Ambassador to’the United States, Lord 
Lothian, spoke moyingly, and yet with restraint and 
accuracy, in entrdsting the manuscript of the Great 
Charter to the guardianship of the Library of Con- 
gress. 

As a body of organic law, the instrument's value 
is beyond appraisal, but ite intrinsic worth, as con- 
| stitutional authority mow holds, is surpassed by the 
| birth of a public sentiment of which it was the certi- 
fying expression. It was not a Bill of Rights in the 
| American concept, but it was, as Lord Lothian said, 
the nucleus of personal dignity and security which, 
under the institutional evolution and the genius of 
the English-speaking peoples, has flowered into the 
sovereignty of citizenship. 

“Here commences the history of the English na- 
| tion.” Such is Macaulay’s pronouncement. In Ma- 
caulay, the poet is always guiding the historian’s pen, 
and the imagination of both perceives tremendous 
‘truths stirring the waters where the searcher for 
tacts often returns empty-handed. The Barons who 
‘made King John sign on the dotted line at Runny- 
/mede were not libertarians, engaged in a fine, un- 
selfish and hazardous cause. They were a special in- 
terest, with substantial grievances against a weakling 
King, ¢# Norman playboy who managed to antagonize 
state and church and people. And the people had 
begun to count. 

In the century and a half from Hastings, the de- 
scendants of the conquering Normans had become 
English. Again Macaulay: 


The great-grandsons of those who had fought 
under William and the great-grandsons of those 
who had fought under Harold began to draw near 
to each other in friendship; and the first pledge 
of their reconciliation was the Great Charter, won 
by their united exertions and framed for their 
common benefit. 


Back of Runnymede, then, was a public opinion, 
scarcely articulate, but potentially so resolute as to 
command recognition from crown and moated castle. 
A year or.so and John was dead, and time waved out 
the Plantagenets, but feudalism had been given a 
long lease of life; a lease in perpetuity, thought the 
House of Valois, and so it seemed in France, But 
half a dozen centuries after Philip Augustus, Louis 
XVI jots down in his diary as a dull day the July 
morning when the Bastille fell, and the last symbol 
of feudalism was swept away in the reddening tide 
of “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity.”

The news reported briefly the death of Philip 
Scheidemann in Copenhagen last Wednesday. With 
the twin monsters of Moscow and Berlin engaged in 
a rivalry of desecration that has stunned the de- 
cency of the world, an individual martyr’s passing 
is lost in the murderous sweep of barbarism. But 
Philip Scheidemann was a German who served Ger- 
many nobly in its hour of travail, and the dreadful 
injustice done him is a permanent entry in history’s 
account of Hitler’s venomous. tyranny. 


Germany and the whole world heard Philip Scheide- 
mann tell Prince Max of Baden that “the Kaiser must 
abdicate.” ) 

The Kaiser did abdicate, and. as Wilhelm filed 
through the night in a darkened train, Philip Scheid- 
emann appeared before the Reichstag and. dramat- 
ically proclaimed the German Republic. 

When the National Constituent Assembly met. at 
Weimar, in February, 1919, Philip Scheidemann was 
elected President of the first regularly constituted 
republican Ministry of the Reich. Except for his

OES industry want war? Do business 
men want war for the sake of war prof- 
its? Does business generally favor war 
because of wartime prosperity? ‘ 

The answer to these questions is an un- 
hesitating, unequivocal “No!” , 

Probably ‘more than any other group in 

the nation, business men stand wunited 
against war. They know too much about it 
to do otherwise than condemn war. 
. The reasons for industry’s stand fall, gen- 
erally speaking, into three classifications: 
economic, social and political. Let’s consider 
the economic reasons against war: 

War dislocates completely the normal flow 
of business. Capital investments are cut off. 
Markets are thrown into confusion. Produc- 
tion of war materials soars to record-break- 
ing highs, demoralizing normal production 
of other goods. Trained, efficient em- 
ployes who answer the army’s call to duty 
must be replaced by unskilled workers, who 
must first be trained for the job. Supplies 
of raw materials are shut off in many cases, 
leaving industry to cope with still another 
serious problem. 

The tremendous destruction of wealth 
which a war brings cripples industries which 
have been built up over a long period of 
years, Machines, plant buildings and re- 
serve stocks of raw materials are destroyed 
in actual warfare or by sabotage. 


Back in the reeling hours of November, 1918, all}, More than this, war is a costly business. 


A nation at war must pay for it. Industry 
has a treniendous share of this cost. Taxes 
on profits, taxes on products, taxes of all 
kinds drain the coffers of business during 
war years and their disastrous aftermath. 
Taxes thus take much of the “profit” that is 
attributed to some wartime activity.

The so-called “prosperity” which results 
temporarily from high prices and increasing 
demand is a “prosperity” in name only. Of 
course, many business men have reaped 
profits in times of war. But these profits 
aré more than wiped out in the depression 
years that follow.

Such reconstruction takes years. Even 
after the 20 years that have elapsed since 
the last war, industry is still suffering from 
the economic dislocation it produced. 

But economic reasons do not tell the whole 
story of industry’s stand against war. Busi- 
ness men are not machines. They have hu- 
man emotions and reactions just as anyone 
else. They hate and despise war and blood- 
shed just as much as avowed pacifists do. 
Like other human beings, they are fathers, 
brothers or uncles of men who will have to 
fight eventually, if war comes. 

Along with economic reasons, then, in- 
dustry opposes war also on social grounds. 
Economic factors are important, to be sure, 
but social aspects strike a responsive chord 
in stirring up business opposition to con- 
flict. 

Political reasons, too, enter the picture. 
War is the great enemy of democracy. War 
has shown us, by its effect in Europe, that 
it plows a fertile field for dictatorships. Even 
in our own history, we have seen how war 
times meant Government invasion of private 
oe . * . 


Experience in Europe has also demon- 
strated that even in peacetime, the public’s 
fear of war is strong enough to serve the 
purposes of a dictatorship-bent politician.

Tax Inequalities 

Tax inequalities as between city 
and county homes may be shown by 
example: 


There is an attractive i14-room 
house in excellent condition on a 
well maintained stretch of Water- 
man boulevard in the city,, which 
sold new for $48,000 a quarter of a 
century ago. Assessed valuation is 
$14,250 and the owner doubts if 
the place would bring $15,000 now. 
The annual tax bill is $145.42 on the 
lot, covering only .28 of an acre, 
and $249.30 on the house, a total of 
$394.72. 


In western Ladue there is a fine 
15-room house, two years old, as- 
sessed at $23,820, which may repre- 
sent about two-thirds of its value 
under county taxing standards. The 
site covers 10.73 acres. The annual 
tax bill is $112.05 for the land, 
$552.62 for the house, a total of 
$664.67. 

On the basis of indicated values, 
the Ladue structure is taxed a lit- 
tle more than twice as much as 
the city house, although worth four 
times as much, while the land tax is 
utterly out of proportion. 

Centers of the greatest volume of 
suburban home congtruction in re- 
cent years have been University 
City, Clayton and the towns to the 
south of it; Ladue, Kirkwood, Le- 
may, Affton, Jennings, Normandy 
and a cluster of new villages around 
the latter.

known real estate concerns, some 
of which moved out bodily from 
downtown.

More apartment houses of the 
multiple-family type have been put 
up in Clayton in recent years than 
in St. Louis. Those built in Clay- 
ton in the last two and one-half 
years contain 476 family units. 


Applications for FHA-insured 
loans for building new homes num- 
bered 1556, for $7,696,300, in the 
county in the first half of 1929, 
against only %91, for $2,316,600, in 


ithe city. 


In St. Louis there has been a 
limited comeback in home build- 
ing since 1235, but apartment con- 
struction has been almost aband- 
oned. The outstanding field of 
work has been in the southwestern 
quadrant, especially along a broa‘ 
band curving from Carondelet 
Park to Southwest avenue. 


The best available data, indi- 
cates that the county’s popula- 
tion now is probably about 300,000, 
an increase of 41 per cent since 
1930, while the city’s may be only 
about 850,000, an increase of 3 per 
cent in the same period. It is gen- 
erally agreed that the city’s pop- 
ulation is not likely to grow much 
more in the future. In 1900 the 
county had a population of 50,040, 
or less than a tenth of what the 
city had. 


There were 13 incorporated cities 
and villages in the county in 1920, 
with aggregate population of 38,- 
599; in 1930 ‘ere were 20, with 
population of 99,294 (including Uni- 
versity City, then sixth and now 
probably fifth largest city of Mis- 
souri), and now there are 37, doubt- 
less containing over half of the 
county’s inhabitants. 


Voters of the county gave se 
heavy majority against a proposal 
for complete merger with the city 
in 1926, while the city voters were 
heavily in favor of it. An amend- 
ment to the State Constitution to 
permit partial consolidation of th> 
county with the city was defeated 
in 1930, drawing a small favorable 
majority in the city and a large 
negative majority in the county 
The changes in population and eco- 
nomic. conditions since then. con- 
ceivably might bring about a dif- 
ferent result, if the merger ques- 
tion should be raised again.

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be based from a long-run stand- 
point on a more solid foundation 
than with Germany, even though 
the latter could under normal con- 
ditions undoubtedly serve for some 
time as a valuable source of equip- 
ment goods. Moreover, since En- 
gland is the most important market 
for Russian exports, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, which is, of course, the 
sole Russian exporter and importer, 
has no difficulty in paying for Brit- 
ish goods. This fact is especially 
significant in the light of present- 
day tendency in international com- 
mercial policies that emphasizes so 
much bilateral balancing of inter- 
national trade, i. e. balancing of 
the trade of a country with every 
other country separately, avoiding 
triangular and multilateral transac- 
tions. 
Russia’s Balance Favorable 

In her trade with England, unlike 
that with Germany, the Soviet Un- 
ion has always had a favorable bal- 
ance (excess of exports over im- 
ports), which provided a supply of 
foreign exchange to finance her im- 
ports from other countries and to 
meet various other international 
obligations, such as shipping 
charges, insurance and the like. 

From the British angle, the U. 
S. S. R. has played a modest role 
in the foreign trade of Great Brit- 
ain, accounting in 1937 for less than 
3 per cent of British imports and 
a little over 3 per cent of exports, 
mostly re-exports. Still the ordi- 
nary economic incentives on the 
part of Great Britain for maintain- 
ing and increasing this trade are 
powerfully re-enforced at present 
by political motives of weaning the 
Soviet Union from the Nazi orbit. 
Of course, during the war the 
Russo-British trade would have to 
assume, as the recent agreement 
showed, largely the character of a 
straight barter of Russian goods for 
British. But, and this is the crux 
of the matter, Moscow would be paid 
in commodities such as rubber, 
metals, jute, tea, as well as ma- 
chinery, which she vitally needs. 
This would also apply to the Rus- 
sian trade with France (which ac- 
counted in 1937 for 5.1 per cent of 
Soviet exports and 2.1 per cent of 
imports) and with most of the neu- 
trals. 

Could Nazis Do the Same? 

Could the Nazis, however, do the 
same under war conditions to any 
significant extent? Could they, for 
instance, supply the specialized ma- 
chinery, the railway rolling stock, 
the locomotives that the Soviet 
Union needs? No competent au- 
thority, as far as this writer knows, 
believes the answer is in the af- 
firmative. Even the Well-known 
German economic weekly Wirt- 


ischaftsdienst admitted in its issue 


of Aug. 25, on the eve of the war, 
that “German industry will presum- 


‘ably not have easy sledding in the 


new Russian business.” This skep- 
tical view has been stressed by oth- 
er German writers for economic 


and technical publications. 


Will the Kremlin then continue 
its profitable trade with the Brit- 
ish or prefer to supply Hitler with 
resources without an immediate 
economic return? Of course, if 
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the commodities needed by Ger- 


it could easily expand exports, this 
dilemma would not arise or at least 
not arise in so sharp a form. Trade 
with John Bull could be maintained 
and Hitler could be helped if politi- 
cal considerations so dictated. (I 
am not suggesting that such an 
assistance could offset to any ma- 
terial extent the effects of the 
British blockade of Germany—in 
fact I am very skeptical as to this.) 
But most of the commodities pur- 
chased by England in the U. 8, 
S. R., petroleum, timber and va- 
rious agricultural products, are 
essentially the same as those that 
would have to be supplied to Ger- 
many if her economic entente with 
Russia were to materialize. 


Petroleum 


As far as petroleum is concerned, 
which, from the German stand- 
point, is a supremely important 
sinew of war, the existence of a 
substantial surplus in the Soviet 
Union in view of the growing do- 
mestic needs is highly problem- 
atical. Petroleum is one of the bot- 
tle necks of the Soviet economic 
development. Not only industry 
and national defense but Soviet 
agriculture, too, is vitally depend- 
ent on petroleum because of the 
tremendous importance of tractors, 


the number of which trebled be-} 


tween 1932 and 1938 with conse- 
quent greatly increased petroleum 
requirements. Moreover, official 
fuel-consumption norms for trac- 
tors were increased this year in 
the extensive semi-arid zone of the 
U. 5. S&S. R. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that in spite of increased 
production Soviet petroleum ex- 
ports have been steadily shrinking 
from the peak of 6,106,000 metric 
tons in 1932 to 1,929,000 in 1937 and 
1,231,000 during the 11 months of 
1938. Mobilization of the Red army 
is bound to tax further Soviet oil 
supplies, and it is not likely there- 
fore that the VU. 8. S. R. will have 
much petroleum to spare. Even a 
shortage of petroleum for domestic 
consumption is not unlikely. 

In the case of grain and most 
other agricultural products, again, 
existence of large exportable sur- 
pluses in the U. 8. 8S. R. may be 
ruled out, especially after two suc- 
cessive dry s€asons and sizable ex- 
port shipments in 1937 and 1938. 
The contrast with the period pre- 


ing in this respect. During the 


years 1909-1913 Russia exported 3 


nearly twice as much grain on the 


average in a single year (10.5 mil+ 4 


lion metric tons of wheat, rye, bar- 
ley, oats and corn) as during the 
whole second five-year-plan pe- 
riod (1933-1937), when these exports 
totaled about 5.6 million tons. Simi- 
larly, butter exports averaged 68,- 
200 metric tons a year during 1909- 
1913, and only 28,400 tons a year 
during 1933-1937, which is not gur- 
prising in view of the decline of 
the livestock industry that accom- 
panied the first stages of rural col- 
lectivization. Mobilization will no 
doubt increase considerably the do- 
mestic requirements of food and 
feedstuffs. 


Farm Exports Unlikely 
It is generally accepted by ex- 
perts that large agricultural ex- 
ports now could take place only at 
the expense of a further depression 
of the already low Russian stand- 
ard of living, which would be a 
risky affair in the present interna- 
tional conjuncture, Cotton is an ex- 
ception, but an exception that 
proves the rule. According to some 
reports, considerable stocks of cot- 
ton (some of it probably low-grade) 
were accumulated in the U. 8. 8S. R. 
chiefly because of the disparity be- 
tween production of the raw staple 
and the limited spinning capacity 
of the Russian mills. If this is true, 
it is possible, in view of the well- 
known fact of a chronic shortage of 
textile goods in the U. 8S. 8S. R., 
that an exchange of Soviet cotton 
for German textiles may be brought 
about, patterned on a similar ar- 
rangement entered Into by the So- 
viet Union early in the year with 
Poland, whose Lodz textile industry 
incidentally is now in Nazi hands. 
In this manner Germany could ac- 
quire a certain amount of cotton 
beyond what would be necessary to 
work up textile exports to the 
U. 8S. 8S. FB. 
, Finally, in speaking of agricul- 
tural surpluses and exports, we 
must not overlook the crucial role 
played by weather, especially in 
the Soviet Union where so much of 
the agriculture is carried on under 
semi-arid conditions. During the 
past two years weather was rather 
unkind to the Russian farmer; but 
if in 1940 it should reward him with 
bumper crops, Stalin would be able 
to spare more for Hitler. 
Transportation Problem 


It would seem, on the face of it, 
that it might be possible to fill the 
gap in German manganese require- 
ments with Russian supplies. But, 


Flaws in Thesis of Russo-G 


I have not mentioned the ques- 
tion of gold shipments from the 
U. 8. & BR. to Germany. Recent 
reports of such shipments seen 
to have surprised public opinion, 
as evidenced by the questions in 
the House of Commons. The ‘only 
element of surprise should have 
been the fact that the Kremlin saw 
fit. to continue the practice of set- 
tling its obligations with Germany 
by sending gold rather than the 
urgently needéd goods. Gold ship- 
ments to Germany merely testify 
to the ephemeral character of any 
large-scale Russian material as- 
sistance, Hitler would undoubtedly 
much prefer Baku petroleum to 
Siberian gold. 

It is conceivable, of course, that 


the Kremlin ‘might use its reputed-| test

Director A. L. Bowen of the

“The commission recommends 
that the Department of Welfare do

Monepoly on Renting Equipment. 
Dixie Machinery was so strongly 
entrenched in power in Kansas 
City that it was able to rent its 
equipment to the city at high 
prices, and see to it that there was 
no competitive bidding on the rent- 
al of equipment to the city. The 
Dixie firm virtually had a monopoly 
on rental of air compressing and 
tractor equipment. Dixie equipment 
was used on nearly all WPA jobs 
in the city of Kansas City. 
Matthew S. Murray, former WPA 
administrator who is also under 
indictment on income tax evasion, 
is a close friend and political ally 
of Pryor and a henchman of Tom 
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The Dixie firm was the chief 
beneficiary in the building of the 
proposed $400,000 State Line sewer 
in the Mission Hill district of Kan- 
sas City, which probably tops the 
list of WPA fiascos. The WPA put 
$100,000 into the sewer and the city 
$27,000. Work was stopped ast 
spring when it was 37 per cent 
completed and the 11 tunnels, which 
were put through 60 feet of solid 
rock to the level of the sewer, re- 
main like abandoned ghost mines. 

Air compressors and tractors on 
the sewer project were all supplied 
by the Dixie firm at rentals of ‘$40 
to $60 a day, and without competi- 
tive bidding. 

Eight Compressors, One Needed. 

Protests were so strong and 20 
numerous on the building of the 
Sewer that the city appointed a 
committee of seven engineers, head-

SCOUTS TO OPEN SHOW 
AT ARENA THURSDAY 


Three-Day Demonstration to 
’ Present More Than 200 
Phases of Activities. 


The 1939 Boy Scout Merit Badge 
Show will open Thursday night at 
the Arena, with scouts, sea scouts 
and cubs participating in the 
three-day demonstration of more 
than 200 phases of scouting. 

There will be an unusually large 
section devoted to such outdoor ac- 
tivities as camping; forestry, arch- 
ery, marksmanship, athletics and 


horsemanship. 

Sea Scouts will display many of 
their activities, including all types 
of naval signaling. Rescue meth- 
ods employed at sea will be demon- 
strated, and the youths will cook in 
a typical ship’s galley, showing how 
a meal can be prepared in spite of 
rough weather. 

An unusual feature will be a dem- 
onstration of sailing tactics by use 
of miniature vessels on an imita- 
tion lake. A “land ship,” complete 
with poop decks, master, bow and 
other essential features will be 
erected so visitors may see how 
Sea Scouts are trained. 

More than 100 visiting scouters 
will attend the show and a clinic 
on merit badges Saturday, spon- 
sored by the Region 8, which in- 
cludes St. Louis. 

The exhibitions will occupy more 
than 090,000 square feet of floor 
space, on which hundreds of youths 
in khaki or blue will be seen work- 
ing industriously on pet hobbies 

and crafts. They will explain their

scout projects.

GERMAN CHURCHINUS, 
TRACED BY ST. LOUISAN 


Eden Seminary Professor 
Writes History of Evan- 
gelical and Reformed ‘Sect 


= 


After 10 years of research and 
writing, Prof. Carl E. Schneider of 
Eden Theological Seminary, ~Web- 
ster Groves, has completed a de- 
tailed history of German religious 
groups in the Middle West, cover- 
ing more than a century. Under 
the title, “The German Church on 
the American Frontier,” it is pub- 
lished by Eden Publishing House. 
Prof. Schneider has held the chair 
of church history at Eden Seminary 
for 21 years. 

The book traces the beginning of 
German Protestant groups in the 
Mississippi Valley, a product of the 
heavy German immigration to the 
frontier. Several of these groups 
united, at a meeting at Gravois Set- 
tlement, near St. Louis, in 1840, to 
form the Evangelical Church So- 
ciety of the West. It later assumed 
the name German Evangelical 
Synod of the West, subsequently 
dropped the “German” and in 1934 
merged with another group to form 
the present Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church. 

A large part of Prof. Schneider's 
history is laid in ‘St. Louis and the 
surrounding region, a center of 
heavy German settlement. In 1850, 
he states, St. Louis had 77,860 in- 
habitants, of whom 22,340 were born 
in Germany. The work of the early 
pastors and missionaries is related 
in detail, and the background of the 
times is carefully traced. The early 
congregations had conflicts and 
controversies, which the writer de- 
scribes. 

Floyd C. Shoemaker, secretary of 
the State Historical Society, says 
of the volume in the current issue 
of the Missouri Historical Review:

Farm System Under Fire 


At Baseball - Meetings 


For the first time in several years 
there was reason to believe that 
actions on the convention floor 
might transcend the session's inter- 
esting side show of player trading. 


When they all get here, the base- 
ball assemblage is expected to 
amount to nearly 1500 men asso- 
ciated with the game in varying 
capacities. The sessions, which in- 
clude separate meetings of the Na- 
tional Association of Professional 
Baseball Leagues (the minors) and 
the National and American 
Leagues (the majors) were brought 
to Cincinnati as a final gesture in 
celebration of baseball’s centennial 
because this was the home of the 
first professional team. 


It is the first time that the ma- 
jors and minors have met in the 
same city since 1923 when the rep- 
resentatives of the little leagues 
felt they were slighted by the “big 
timers.” The majors, in turn, never 
meet anywhere except in New York 
and Chicago. 


Under Same Roof. 


Thus the fact that they will be 
meeting under the same, neutral 
roof is only a coincidence with their 
consideration of the most contro- 
versial subject that has concerned 
their mutual relations in recent 
years, 

_ The crux of the argument is 
whether it is a good tning for base- 
ball to have common ownership of 
clubs. Arrayed on one side are the 
few surviving independent clubs 
and Commissioner Kenesaw M. 
Landis, and on the other the big 
farm systems and the leagues that 


5; were saved during the depression 


by aid frome major league teams. 

As it. now stands farm systems 
are in an extra-legal field neither 
provided for nor outlawed by the 
baseball rules and governed almost 
solely by the interpretations of 
Landis and William B. Bramham,

Upland game shooters can't com- 
plain, Perhaps if a fellow wanted 
to be just a constant moaner he 
could say that there was’ not 
enough frost to get the leaves off 
the trees and bushes, but even with 
heavy cover, the quail hunters are 
getting plenty of birds. 

The value of well trained dogs 
is accented this season because of 
thé heavy cover. Many hunters 
who “kick” their birds out and 
drop two and possibly three on a 
flush naturally lose quite a nu 
ber of them.

“Don Juan”; Adagio for Strings by 
Samuel Barber, a first St. Louis 
presentation, and the “Iberia” Suite 
of Isaac Albeniz, orchestrated by 
the late Enrique Fernandez Arbos. 


Miss Swarthout, a native of Deep- 
water, in Henry County, started 
her carecr in a church choir in 
Kansas City. She made her oper- 
atic debut in “Tosca,” with the Chi- 
cago Civic Opera in 1924 and was 
there three seasons. Afterward 
she went abroad.for further train- 
ing, received a Metropolitan Opera 
contract in 1929 and went into the 
movies in 1935 in “Rose of the 
Rancho.” 

The group of French songs she 
will sing are being introduced in 
this country for the first time this 


iseason. The orchestrations, old folk 


tunes, were only recently completed 
and were held up in Paris because 
of war conditions. Eventually, they 
were finally flown to this country. 
Handed down by the peasants from 
generation to generation, the songs 
are particularly interesting because 
of their poignant melodies are 
gay and sad in turn.

His “Sym- 
phony in One Movement” was the 
first American composition to, be 
played at a Salzburg music festival, 
in 1937. He has written other or- 
chestral works as well as chamber 
music, a capella choruses, songs, 
piano and violin numbers. The Ada- 
gio, first of his works to be sched- 
uled by the St. Louis Symphony, is 
a movement from one of his string 
quartettes, and received its pre- 
miere from Arturo Toscanini “and 
the NBC symphony orchestra last 
season.

There one finds emall model ships 
that can be driven forward, back- 
ward or around corners by remote 
control; airplane models that really 
fly; trains that are miniature du- 
plicates of real trains to the small- 
est detail. 

In thig shop, the magnificent 
chess set, an exact duplicate of

They make dolls, too, 
varying from small figures on the 
decks of his beats and in the win- 
dows of his trains to life-size dum- 
mies which fall from airplanes, are 
thrown from automobile wrecks or 
burn up in the fire’ that confounds 
the villain and saves the mortgaged 
homestead. He believes his new 
crop of dummies are the most real- 
istic ever seen in pictures. 

It was a Gibbons-built caboose 
that burned in “Dodge City” and 
the revolvers used in the Zorina 
musical'“On Your Toes” were soft 
rubber copies of guns that look 
real but don’t hurt when they are 
used to strike a person over the 
head. , 

Another new toy of the “prop” 
shop is a stuffed camel used in “On 
Your Toes,” with a leg that lifts, a 
head that turns and a monocle. The 
“prop” shop men called the camel 
George Arliss, unofficially, of 
course. 

Since “The Lost. World,” “Noah’s 
Ark” and “Green Pastures” were all 
made by Warner Brothers the 
“prop” shop has had much practice 
in animal building. They can turn 
out almost any kind of a creature 
on short notice and put it to work 
in a scene, 

-~—0-0-— 

FOR “The Return of Doctor X” 
Gibbons provided a hodge-podge 
electrical machine which was pri- 
marily without use or purpose, but 
which appeared to be fearfully and 
wonderfully made. It was supposed 
to bring the dead back to life, de- 
void of blood, but capable of move- 
ment and thought. “It’s about as 
sensible as a Rube Goldberg car- 
toon,” admits Gibbons, “but it was 
great fun to make.” 

Gibbons also is the maker of 
Moby Dick’s tooth, which playcd 
such a prominent name role _ in 
“Daughters Courageous,” with John 
Garfield. It is purely a product of 
his imagfhation because whales 
don't have teeth of that kind.

NE of the oddest of postal services is the 
Tin Can Mail (the official name) of the 
Island of Niuafoou. Through its un- 
usual method of handling mail this island in 
the South Pacific—it is one of the Tonga group 
—serves as a sort of postal clearing house for 
a large area of the Pacific. Letters to and from 
all parts of the world pause at the island on 
their journeys. The Tin Can Mail gets its name 
from the fact that mail comes to Niuafoou 
sealed in tin cans which have been tossed from 
a passing steamer to be taken from the water 
by native swimmers. These photographs show 
how it is done.
